DEALER SALES AGREEMENT 


THIS AGREEMENT, made this _day of_, 19_, 

between Canned Knowledge, Corp., a Corporation organized under the 
laws of the state of Missouri, with its principal place of business 
at Pineville, Mo. 64856, hereinafter called "CKC and _ 

__, a _organized under the laws of the state of 

_, with its principal place of business at _ 

_, hereinafter called "Dealer". In consideration of the 

following covenants, it is agreed that: 

1. Purpose of Agreement 

The purpose of this Agreement is to promote 
through direct sales and service efforts the development of the 
sales to end-user customers of CKC Products. This is to be 
accomplished through Dealer's sales to end-users of CKC Products 
to be sold, installed and serviced by Dealer to the reasonable 
satisfaction of Dealer's end-user purchasers. Dealer will 
promote this purpose to the best of his ability in accordance 
with the terms of this Agreement and with policies which may be 
established from time to time by CKC. 

In this regard. Dealer will inform potential customers fully and 
in detail concerning the characteristics and availability of all 
CKC Products; employ and give full support to the display and 
merchandising techniques recommended by CKC from time to time; 
and meet, and work agressively to develop, the demand for CKC 
Products in Dealer's marketing area. CKC will assist Dealer in 
developing sales and promotional methods for the effective 
distribution and sale of CKC Products and will furnish to Dealer 
and his employees training in the selling and servicing of CKC 
Products. 


2. Intention of parties . 

CKC and Dealer agree that they intend to act in a 
fair and ethical manner to each other and to Dealer's end-user 
purchasers throughout the term of this Agreement. 
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3. Servicing and installation . 

The proper servicing and installation of CKC Products 
are essential to the development of the sales of CKC Products, and 
Dealer covenants to use his best efforts to provide such proper 
installation and service, to Dealer's end-user customers. Dealer 
will inform end-user of CKC's TAC support. 

4. Application of Agreement . 

This Agreement applies only to the software products, 
(Library) CKC has made available for resale. CKC may remove or add 
Products from the Library without Dealer's consent. 

5. Marketing area . 

CKC hereby appoints Dealer as a non-exclusive 
Dealer in CKC Products, with responsibility to serve and develop 
trade for CKC Products among end-user customers in the following 
marketing area: 

CKC may refer inquiries from potential end-user customers 
regarding the sale, lease or rental of CKC Products within Dealer's 
marketing area to Dealer. 

6. Dealer's personnel . 

CKC and Dealer agree that Dealer's ability to sell, 
install, maintain and service CKC Products properly is the primary 
basis for this Agreement. Dealers agree to employ and maintain 
personnel of high character and competence in numbers sufficient to 
satisfy local demand and to insure adequate sales of CKC Products. 

7. Independent dealer . 

Dealer agrees that its business will be conducted 
as an independent dealership with respect to CKC Products and in 
such a manner that no claims arising out of the conduct of such local 
governmental body or authority, or by any other third party. It is 
expressly understood that Dealer does not in any way constitute an 
agent or legal representative for CKC for any purpose whatsoever. 

8. Prices . 

Prices of CKC Products charged will be CKC's 
Suggested Dealer Prices or such other prices as CKC may announce to 
Dealer from time to time. 
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9. Passage of title and risk of loss . 

CKC will retain title and complete ownership and 
copyrights to the vertical software products shipped to the dealer 
and will grant a 25 year license to use the product to the end-user 
upon receipt of notification of sale and payment from the dealer. 
Products purchased by Dealer from CKC, not developed by CKC will be 
subject to the terms set forth by the product owner. 

10. Shipment; expenses of shipment . 

CKC agrees to make shipment on Dealer's orders as 
soon as practicable after they have been approved for shipment by 
CKC's Credit Department, but CKC shall not be liable in any manner 
for failure to ship products for any reason. 

11. Price changes; Dealer prices . 

CKC reserves the right to increase prices at any 
time upon written notice to Dealer. Dealer may resell CKC Products 
at such prices and on such terms as Dealer deems appropriate. 

12. Payment terms . 

Payment terms for products sold hereunder are 
C.O.D. unless CKC in its sole discretion elects to extend credit 
to Dealer. If Dealer wishes to be considered for credit. Dealer 
shall supply CKC, when requested, information sufficient to permit 
CKC's Credit Department at its exclusive discretion to extend 
credit. Any such credit privileges may be withdrawn at any time 
at CKC's sole discretion. Further, when Dealer's account is in 
arrears more than 60 days after written notice of such arrearage 
to Dealer, this Agreement may be terminated at CKC's discretion, 
as provided in Section 21. 

13. Sales by Dealer outside Dealer's marketing area . 

Dealer may sell Products for installation outside 
Dealer's marketing area only upon the condition that Dealer provide 
for proper installation and service of such Products. 

14. Telephone listing . 

Dealer agrees to advertise in the classified section 
of the telephone directory in his marketing area under the CKC trade¬ 
mark in the appropriate classification. 
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15. Use of CKC name . 

Dealer agrees to display prominently in his place(s) 
of business an authorized CKC Dealer decal provided by CKC. Dealer 
is further authorized to identify in his advertising the fact that he 
is a CKC Dealer. Dealer shall have a nonexclusive, nontransferable 
license solely during the term of this Agreement, to use the logos, 
trade names, trademarks, names, model nomenclatures, and typefaces 
constituting the Company image of CKC; but only in connection with 
Dealer's promotion and sale of CKC Products. Dealer shall have the 
foregoing rights only if and only so long as (I) such use is truthful, 
not misleading,, lawful and commercially reasonable and (II) Dealer 
takes all steps necessary to protect CKC's exclusinve ownership of 
such trade names, trademarks, logos, etc. CKC retains the sole 
ownership copyright of and all rights to such trade names, trademarks, 
logos, etc. Dealer shall not have any interest in any such trademark, 
trade name, logo, etc., other than the foregoing limited license, 
wihich license shall automatically and immediately cease if required 
by process of law and, in any event, upon termination of this Agreement. 
Dealer shall in no event be entitled to alter the logos, trade names, 
trademarks, names, model nomenclatures and typefaces constituting the 
Company image of CKC or to use the aforesaid in connection with any 
other name(s) or logo(s). 

All Products which are sold by Dealer and which 
bear an authorized CKC trade name, trademark, or logo, must bear 
such CKC trade name, trademark, or logo, and no other except for those 
authorized by CKC in writing. 

16. Outside obligations . 

Dealer shall have no right or authority to incur 
on behalf of CKC any obligation of any kind, either express or 
implied, unless the obligation is expressly assumed in writing by CKC.

Software license. 


A. Dealer is granted a non-exclusive license during the 
term of this Agreement to use and further sublicense the use of the 
software included in the Products only on CKC furnished Products. 
Distributor agrees that all software delivered under this Agreement 
is only for the said use, and that despite any use of the terms 
"purchase" and "sale" in connection with software. Dealer has no 
interest in the software obtained by it other than the license rights 
specifically set forth in this paragraph. Except as separately agreed m 
to in writing by CKC, Dealer may not modify in any way, or copy or 
otherwise reproduce in any form, any computer software or program 
(including manuals and any other supplied documentation) supplied with 

any product or purchased hereunder. 

B. Dealer will comply with the policies arid requirements 
of CKC in effect from time to time with respect to (I) the licensing 

by CKC of its proprietary, protected or confidential material, products 
and information and (II) any products which are subject to one or more 
license agreements between CKC and third parties. In addition, Dealer 
will conform to and comply with all the requirements of any such third 
party license agreement(s). Distributor or CKC will inform Dealer of 
Dealer's obligations under any applicable third party license agreement(s). 

18. Patent CKC indemnity . 

A. CKC will, at CKC's expense, indemnify and hold Dealer 
harmless against any loss, damage or claim resulting from or in 
connection with a claim that any Product manufactured by CKC (or for 
CKC according to CKC's design) and furnished under this Agreement and 
sold by Dealer constitutes an infringement of any United States patent, 

_ provided that Dealer notifies CKC, in writing, immediately when Dealer 
receives notice of such a claim of infringement, and provided CKC is 
given full information, assistance, authority and control in defencing 
or settling such a claim. 

Dealer may participate, at its expense, in any such 
suit or claim; however, Dealer shall perform no act or permit any o 

omission the effect of which may be to prejudice CKC's defense thereof if 
or increase CKC's liability hereunder.

Patent CKC indemnity . (Cont'd) 


B. Notwithstanding the foregoing, CKC shall have no 
liability whatsoever in respect to any alleged infringement based 
on the use of the Products in a manner for which they were not 
intended by CKC, or resulting from a modification of any of the 
Products, or parts thereof, after their sale by CKC to Dealer. 

C. If a Product is held by a court of competent 
jurisdiction to constitute an infringement of such a patent or the 
sale of said Product is enjoined, and if CKC thereto, then CKC will, 
promptly at its own expense and at its option, (I) procure for Dealer 
the right to continue selling said Product(s) or (II) replace the 

same with Product(s) that are substantially equivalent and noninfringing 
of (III) refund to Dealer the purchase price of said Product(s), less 
depreciation on a straight-line basis over the life of the Product 
(as reasonably determined by CKC) for the use of the Product. 

D. The provisions of this Section 18 shall constitute the 
entire liability of CKC for any claim based upon or related to the 
alleged infringement of any intellectual property rights. 

19. Sole Agreement . 

This Agreement is the only Agreement between CKC and 
Dealer with respect to the subject matter hereof. 

20. No Assignment . 

Neither this Agreement nor any right hereunder is 
transferable or assignable by either party, either voluntarily or 
by operation of law, and any attempt to transfer or assignment shall 
automatically and immediately terminate this Agreement. In the event 
Dealer is a partnership or proprietorship, this Agreement shall 
automatically and immediately terminate upon dissolution of the 
partnership or the death of the proprietor. In the event Dealer is a 
corporation, if more than fifty (50) percent of the stock of the 
corporation is purchased, sold, transferred or contracted to 
individuals other than the present principal stockholders-, this 
Agreement shall automatically and immediately terminate.

Term and termination. 


This Agreement shall have an initial term of one 
year and shall continue in force from year to year thereafter unless 
terminated as follows: 

(a) CKC may terminate the Agreement without cause 

at the end of the initial term or any annual renewal term upon 30 
days' written notice to Dealer. Dealer may terminate this Agreement 
at any time without cause upon 30 days' written notice to CKC. 

(b) CKC may terminate this Agreement immediately 

upon written notice to Dealer. Dealer may terminate this Agreement 
at any time without cause upon 30 days' written notice to CKC. 

(c) CKC may terminate this Agreement Immediately 

upon written notice to Dealer if Dealer's account with CKC is in 
arrears more than 60 days after written notice of such arrearage 
to Dealer.
